Official tapes of the Jan, 14 
Albany City Council meeting 
are lost to posterity, it was an- 
nounced at the session Monday 
night, due to a broken wire in 
the recording system. 

Most of the 90-minute session 
this week was devoted to letters 
about and discussion of the Jan. 
14 meeting. 

Minutes of the stormy session 
devote little space to charges 
made by Mayor Lewis Howell 
that Citizens for Better Park- 
land took a project from the 
Boy Scouts and denials by that 
group. The Times was the only 
newspaper covering the meet- 
ing although other newspapers 
ran accounts. Those who at- 
tended are relying on their 
memories of what was said. 
Dario Meniketti, whose name 
was mentioned, wants the offi- 
cial recordings to give to the 
District Attorney 

Administrative Officer James 
B. Turner said maintenance of 
the recording equipment is done 
by Alameda County Sheriff's 
office. When it was discovered 
that not one word of the Jan. 
14 meeting was on tape, they in- 
vestigated and found the broken 
wire, They returned four times, 
he said, to be sure the device 
was working properly for the 
Jan. 21 session. 

Letters expressing distress 
over charges that Citizens for 
Better Parkland had taken a 
project from the Boy Scouts 
and praising Meniketti, came 
from Louis H. Bell, chairman 
of the group; Berl Hartman; 
Jewel Okawachi; Blanche Poin- 
dexter Squire; Dorothy M. 
Brown and Meniketti himself, 
who said, quoting from “‘Othel- 


lo”: ... “he that filches from 
me my good name robs me of 
that which not enriches him 
and makes me poor indeed,” 
He asked the mayor to retract 
his charges. 

Mayor Howell saluted Meni- 
ketti for his many good works 


in Albany for many causes, but 
said he was shocked when he 
heard taped proceedings of the 
last meeting of Citizens for 
Better Parkland in which Meni- 
ketti_said that paper drives had 
worked well for Boy Scouts 
Further, the mayor said, Meni 
ketti indicated he had a ton of 
papers at his house, which 
might be assumed to be desig- 
nated for Boy Scouts 

Meniketti said he had con- 
ducted a paper drive for school 
bond campaigners and people 
continued to bring him papers 
after the successful bond issue. 
Many were brought by mem- 
bers of the Parkland group, he 
said. 

Later, under Good of the 
City, Ms. Hartman asked Mayor 
Howell if he believed Meniketti 
when he said the inferences 
about him were incorrect. May- 
or Howell said, “I won't answer 
that question.” 

The fact that Boy Scouts still 
do collect papers was brought 
out in a letter from Bill Gil- 
reath, Scoutmaster of Troop 14, 
who said that troop has held 


two paper drives in Albany 
since last March and that his 
former Troop 19 collects papers 
two to three times a year and 
are collecting papers all year 
around. He said they have re- 
cently been injured by the 
Berkeley Ecology Group, which 


has taken “a lot of papers out 
of the city Scouting needs

Two letters and one speaker 
complained about the Progress 
Report. . 

Catherine Webb demanded 
that Council publicly acknowl- 
edge a mistake in the statement 
that Interstate General ‘‘donat- 
ed’ 10 acres of park land to the 
city. As chairman of Friends 
of Albany Hill, she requested 
that Councilmen correct the er- 
ror by a public statement in the 
Times to the effect that four 
acres and the access to Jackson 
and Taft to these four acres 
were turned over to the city as 
a result of a court order ob 
tained by her group. 

Upon questioning, City At- 
toney Lawrence D. Saler said 
the parks were the result of 
multi-party negotiations in 
which, ultimately, as a result of 
two lawsuits, the developer of- 
fered two parks, overlook and 
creekside plus easements. There 
was a time element involved, 
he said, and it represented two 
months of work. Councilman 
Richard Clark’s motion that a 
letter be written to the Times 
died for lack of a second. 

Ellen Zapata wrote that, in 
her opinion, the Progress Re- 
port represents an expensive 
piece of election material for 
those Councilmen up for re- 
election, paid for by the taxpay- 
ers. 

Speaking in behalf of Albany 
Pre-school, which is ‘‘falling 
apart,” Rosa Dunning wondered 
why the $3,000 spent on tre 
Progress Report could not in- 
stead have been spent on the 
school. Turner said they had 
called for bids to stucco the 
preschool twice in the last four 
months with no bidders. They 
will call for bids again soon and 
have assurance of bidders, he 
said. Mayor Howell said most 
comments received about the 
Progress Report have been 
complimentary. 

Mrs. George Bernard com- 
plained about the noise from 
BART trains, stating that peo- 
ple living within the noise 
range of BART tracks 
cannot entertain guests in the 
privacy of their own back yard 
because of the noise. 

Councilman Clark, who is on 
the BART Board of Directors, 
said some of the cars are de 
fective and engineers in the 60's 
could not foresee the problem.
